buildings at the Mare Island navy yard 
on -San Francisco bay were destroyed 
by an explosion this morning. 


Whether nny lives were lost is not 


known. 


Twelve or fifteen* magazines 
wore 


bndly damped anil the force ot the 
explosion wrecked/ thousands of win- 
dows in Vallejo, one half a mile axvay. 


Flro started In the wrecked buildings 


and desperate efforts were made to 
keep It from spreading to other build- 
ings in which dangerous explosives 
were stored. 


Several of

quarters for 


men, 
but It could 
not

learned 


whether there was nnyoine In them at 
t)ie time. 
- Naval officers at Vallejo said there 
were about 200 men employed in and 
about the buildings, but whether they 
hail ,reported for work at the time the 


explosion occurred was not' known. 


Vallejo, July 9.—A report that eight 


men were killed in the black powder 
house,explosion was received at Valle- 
jo this morning.

mitted that a great many of tho men 
had been Injured.
